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Advance ROTC 


Classes Back 


Resumption of the advanced Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps 
course at Rhode Islend State Col- 
lege will begin with the semester 
starting in Fbruary. 

Capt. William L. Hazlett, com- 
mandant and professor of military 
science and tactics, has been in- 
structed by the First Service Com- 
mand headquarters at Boston to re- 
activate the program. 

The objectives of the advanced 
course are to produce college- 
trained junior reserve officers to 
meet the needs of the Army during 
the postwar period, to preserve and 
expand the ROTC organization in 
anticipation of postwar Reserve Of- 
ficer requirements, 

The War Department has stipu- 





lated that a registrant must be 19} 


years old, but not over 26 at the 
time of enrollment, and pass such 
physical requirements as are re- 
quired for appointment as officers 
by the Reserve Corps. 

All candidates must have com- 
pleted two years of basic ROTC or 


its equivalent in military service, | 


six months in service equalling a 
year of ROTC training. 

Courses will consist of five hours 
a week of instruction and six weeks 
of summer camp, the latter to be 
after completion of the junior year. 

All regularly enrolled students 
are paid at the rate of 66 cents a 
day while attending college, and at 
summer camp receive $50 a month, 
Commission as second lieutenant is 
given upon completion of the train- 
ing, and when the student gradu- 
ates from college.

Model Congress 


To Meet Here 


In keeping with tradition, dele- 
gations from high schools in Rhode 
Island will convene on December 1, 
to present a high school model 
congress. 

The first Model Congress of the 
U. S. convened at Rhode Island 
State College in December, 1937. 
From time to time, our democracy 
has been affected by enemies so 
strongly, that the education of our 
young people was being influenced 
by doctrines contrary to those es- 
tablished in our constitution. Con- 
cerned with this problem a small 
group of Rhode Island educators 
determined to meet inertia with in- 
itiative, and the Model Congress 
was developed. With only two 
war-caused interruptions (1942 and 
1943) the Model Congress has be- 
come an annual event at the Col- 
lege. Delegations from high schools 
all over the state have gathered 
each year to discuss affairs of na- 
tional inerest and to receive the 
stimulation such discussion gives 
to the development of an alert and 
intelligent citizenry. 

Each high school is entitled to 
send four speakers in all. They 
will be assigned to the Senate or 
the House of Representatives ac- 
cording to the nature of the reso- 
lution sponsored. However, dele- 
gations assigned to the House last 
year will be seated in the Senate 
this year and vice versa. 

Instead of having two speakers 
on a side, or a total of four on one
